Increases or deductions in the value are based solely on physical 
deterioration. 

If there are separately held interests in the property to be ac¬ 
quired, an apportionment of the total just compensation will be 
made based on Neighborhood Care, Inc. review of the appraisal. If 
any buildings, structures, fixtures, or other improvements compris¬ 
ing part of the real property are the property of a tenant, the total 
compensation for the property, including the property of such tenant 
shall be apportioned to the tenant and the owner so that the amount 
apportioned to the tenant's improvements and interest will be the 
greater of: 

1. The fair market value of the tenant's leasehold estate in the 
property. 

2. The amount the tenant's improvements.contribute to the fair mar¬ 
ket value of the real property. 

3. The fair market value of the tenant's improvements for removal 
from real property. 

In light of the preceeding information. Neighborhood Care, Inc. has 
set the previously stated amount as the acquisition price for your 
property.
